1. Section 1 of Act No. 2 pref_mds to permit loco! option elections on 


general election days. 


2. Section 2 of that Act provides that after a petition is fifed, all pro- 


ceedings from there on shall be under Amendment No. 7 to Ar- 
kansas Constitution. That Amendment speeSficaHy provides that 
no county nor town shall initiate any measure contrary to any gen- 
erallaw of the state. Now, hold that in mind and see this: 


3. Act No. 108, which was passed by the Legislature in 1935, is a gen- 


eral law of the state, and specs? icaSJy pirohJbiJs the holding of any 
local option election on any regular election day or within thirty 
days before or after any regular election day. 


4. Now, Act No. 1, which was initiated in 1942, changed that law, so 


that local option elections can be held at any f.V.s. Ail provisions 
of Act No. 1 (our present law) have been upheld by the Supreme 
Court.

Long ago I outgrew the notion, 


prevalent in my childhood, that 
Solomon was "the wisest man that 
ever lived." That judgment, based 
upon his wise choice il Kings 3:.:i- 
l l i ) . and his judgment in the dis- 
pute of the two'women over the 
babe 
(verses 24-'2~t), 
had 
little 


warrant in relation to the whole 
record of Solomon "in all 
his 
glory." 


For his reign began with the 


murder 
of his half-brother, and 
the burdens that ho put. upon the 
people for the building of his pal- 
aces and the temple led to the 
rebellion, following his death, in 
which the kingdom was divided, 
with the ultimate destruction of 
both parts. 


But, 
if Solomon departed from 


his alleged wisdom, the wisdom 
stands, and the Bible is the wisest 
book in the world. Its prcception 
of wisdom is based upon the ex- 
perincces and observance of men 
of keen discernment and high in- 
tegrity. They were philosophers, 
men of deep thought, but 
they 


I were also practical men. 


They observed 
the 
effect 
of 


wrong ideas and aims, or of right 
ideas and aims, upon individuals 
and the community. They marked 
the difference between right and 
wrong as they observed these ef- 
fects, but they found the roots of 
righteousness in something deeper 
than apparent pleasure or 
pain, 


profit or loss. 


When they saw 
the 
wicked 


flourishing 
and prospering "like 


a green bay tree," they were un- 
impressed, because they knew how 
hollow was the seeming success. 
Who has not seen the building up 
of a great fortune by dishonest 
means iollowcd by the moral and 
social ruin of the family which it 
was supposed to bless? 


If these wise men erred, it was 


in the reverse matter of too closely 
associating' outward welfare with 
right conduct. They failed rightly 
to appraise the suffering of men 
for conscience sake, and the in- 
volvement of the righteous in the 
common lot of mankind in experi- 
ences of trial, unhappiness, 
and 


disaster. 
It was to correct 
this 
error, and to face this age-long 
problem 
of suffering, 
that 
the 


Book of Job was written. 


But in the main it is true that 


right conduct leads to happiness 
and welfare, and wrong conduct 
leads to unhappiness and ruin. The 
wisdom underlying 
that general- 


ized observation 
is justified 
by 


unman experience. 


Moreover, the deep moral foun- 


dations of life are manifest in the 
lact that suffering for conscience 
sake brings with 
it a sense ot 
moral -rectitude 
and 
spiritual 


strength, very different from the
